SOME PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


AN international copyright is in the interest of 
publishers as well as authors ; not for the pur- 
pose of increasing the price of books (it will not 
do this), but to secure the rights of authors and 
publishers alike. The absence of such a law has 
deprived the author of his just rights and the pub- 
lisher of his reasonable profit ; and it is devoutly 
to be wished that this wrong may soon be righted. 

But authors must have publishers, and pub- 
lishers a proper and adequate distributing agency. 
A dozen copyright laws would not help the au- 
thor or the publisher, unless the Jooks were sold. 
There must be an organized distributing system. 
Not only the books of to-day must be kept with- 
in the eye of the people generally, but the older 
lines, also, more or less full. Can this be done 
by any other agency than the doo-store, which 
is a training-school for buyers ? What the regu- 
dar publishing business man wants is not a /arge 


sale on two or three of the best buoks of the 


year, “which will sell themselves,”’ but a fair sale 
of all the new lines, and a distribution, more or 
less, of the old, by means of an exhibit on the 
shelves of the dook-store. ‘What the bookseller 
needs is the benefit of a living profit on the new 
lines, that he may carry in stock some of the o/d. 
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Publishers and booksellers, I think, will know 
what I mean by the statement. If any should not, 
I will be glad to show them two or three lists now 
lying before me, in which certain mew books are 
offered at a retail price lower than I, as a book- 
seller, paid for them, and others within zen per 
cent, of those which the ordinary retail book- 
seller pays the jobber. The authors and publish- 
ers are urging the booksellers to lend a hand in 
securing an international copyright law. As a 
class, I believe the booksellers are honestly doing 
this, but it may fairly be asked, in the face of 
certain depressing facts, 1. What are the legiti- 
mate publishers now doing for the American book- 
seller? 2. Are not certain modern methods of 
theirs sapping the very foundations of the book- 
sellers’ purchasing and distributing power? 3. 
Are not these very methods already beginning to 
tell seriously against the genera/ interests of the 
publishers the nselves ? RETAILER. 





THE HALE COPYRIGHT CASE. 


THE copyright question raised in the matter 
of Mr. Hale’s copyright in two short stories, 
‘‘The Man Without a Country” and ‘‘My 
Double, and How He Undid Me,” presents some 
curious features. A previous paragraph spoke of 
Mr. Hale’s “ issuing’? an injunction against 
Messrs. Porter & Coates, which was a misprint. 
He claimed the right to an injunction, but the 
question had not, at last accounts, been brought 
to atest in the courts. Both stories were pub- 
lished in the Atlantic Monthly in its early days, 
and were made part by Messrs. Ticknor & Fields 
of a volume originally called “Atlantic Tales.” The 
plates of this, with all rights, were bought at the 
Osgood sale by Messrs. Porter & Coates, and 
there was no notice in the catalogue, or verbal or 
other notice that it was subject to copyright. 
Messrs. Porter & Coates renamed the book 
“Modern Classics,” and copyrighted under this 
title. It has of late years been made part of their 
popular A/taseries. Messrs. Porter & Coates, un- 
der these circumstances, should scarcely be called 
‘‘ pirates.” It is now stated that in the original 
publication one of these stories was not copy- 
righted at all, and that the other was entered 
only under the general Atlantic copyright, which 
in the year in question was wrongly dated and 
therefore technically void. Under the whole 
contention is an interesting question of the right 
to reprint short stories. 





ANOTHER “SLEUTH” CASE. 


ANOTHER of the cases brought by George 
Munro to enjoin the use by other publishers of 
the word ‘‘ Sleuth” as part of the title of a de- 
tective story was decided by Judge Parker, Janu- 
ary 4, 1889, and judgment entered accordingly 
in favor of the plaintiff against Frank Toysey. 
Judge Parker held: That George Munro has 
the exclusive right ‘‘ to use the word ‘Sleuth’ in 
or as part of the title of works of fiction or in oras 
part of the pseudonym of the author of works of 
fiction,” and that the word ‘‘Sleuth” as part of 
the title of a work of fiction is a trade-mark be- 
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longing to said plaintiff ; and that the said de- 
fendant has infringed the rights of the plaintiff in 
that respect by the publication of books by the 
following titles : ‘‘ Young Sleuth, the Detective, 
in Chicago,” “ Young Sleuth, the Keen Detec- 
tive,” ‘ Young Sleuth and the Scotland Yard De- 
tective,” “‘ The Broken Button, or Young Sleuth 
on the Trail,” ‘‘ Phebe Paullin’s Fate, or Tracked 
by Young Sleuth,” and “Old King Brady, 
the Sleuth-Hound.”’ All these titles are held 
by Judge Parker to be fraudulent imitations 
of George Munro’s Old Sleuth Library. By 
this decision Judge Parker overrules a decis- 
ion by Judge Ingraham in a suit by George 
Munro against Beadle & Adams, the pub- 
lishers of Beadle’s Dime Library; and he re- 
affirms rulings previously made by Judge O’Brien 
and Judge Addoms in previouscases. Judge Par- 
ker, in another decision filed at the same time, 
grants an injunction against the use by the de- 
fendant of the titles ‘‘ Young Bruce, the Giant 
Detective,” “ £10,000 reward, or the Young 
Irish Detective,” which titles are held by him to 
be fraudulent imitations of the plaintiff's titles, 
‘*Old Ironsides, the Giant Detective,” ‘‘ The 
Giant Detective in France,” and “ The Irish De- 
tective,” contained in the Old Sleuth Library. 
In both cases Judge Parker directs Frank Tou- 
sey to account before a referee and pay’ over to 
George Munro all amounts he has made by the 
sale of books under any of the titles or similar 
titles. 

Roger Foster tried these cases for the plain- 
tiff. William H. Townley for the defendant. 





HOW AN AUTHORESS WOULD PROVIDE 
FOR HER COLLABORATEURS. 


Arlo Bates, inthe January Book Buyer. 


A PUBLISHER told me the other day a bit of 
business experience which is mildly diverting. 
A young woman brought him a manuscript, which 
after due consideration he expressed himself will- 
ing to publish in a paper fifty cents series, paying 
the usual ten percent. royalty. The young wo- 
man expressed herself willing to accept this offer, 
although she frankly said that she had hoped for 
better terms. 

“ But,” she added, thoughtfully, “if it costs 
much to make the book, I should not think 
twenty-five cents would leave you a great deal of 
profit.” ‘‘ Twenty-five cents?” repeated the pub- 
lisher, not at all understanding. 

“Why,” explained she, ‘‘ there are five of us 
girls who wrote this together. Ten per cent. of 
fifty cents is five cents, and five times five is 
twenty-five. If it takes a quarter of a dollar to 
pay us five girls our royalty, that leaves you just 
the same amount.” 

The naiveté of the proposition so amused the 
publisher that he declares he was tempted to leave 
the error unexplained. He said, however : ‘* But 
of course you can see that we shall not lose so 
much as we should if there had been ten of you, 
for then we should have to make the book for 
nothing and lose the booksellers’ discount beside. 
Really, though, I fear you will be obliged to do 
with a cent apiece.” And his proposition was re- 
jectéd with indignation, the amusing part of the 
Story being that the lady who conducted the ne- 
gotiations declared if there were only one author, 
ten per cent. would do very well, but that any- 
body could see that it would not amount to any- 
thing divided among five people. 
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COMMUNICATIONS. 
THE NEW BATTLE OF THE BOOKS. 


I FoUNDa new “book-store” a few days ago. 
It was on the sidewalk, in front of a dry-goods 
house. The stock was not large. A placard an- 
nounced that you could get $2.75 worth for $1. 
I could not resist the appeal, so I bought a single 
pro-rata book: size small 4to, 244 pp., well and 
very freely illustrated, printed on calendered 
paper, substantially bound, for 25 cents! I had 
bought many books this season, at “ rock-bottom 
rates,” but this beats them all. 

This book is not published by one of ‘‘ our 
leading houses.” The imprint is new to me, and 
yet shows that it is the product of what must be 
a large establishment. It was but a single book, 
and yet it seemed like a danger signal. For 
years some of us have been making books by the 
million for the new ‘‘ book-stores.” But of late 
there has not been much money in the business ; 
some of us have come to speak hard words, as we 
contemplated the loss of our trade, under the 
system which we so industriously helped to nurse 
into life. And now? Why, we are in danger 
of losing the little that is left, for the new meth- 
ods are beginning to develop ome manufactures. 
Though it be an “infant industry,” it cannot 
but grow, seeing that for years it has had the 
fostering care of the whole “trade.” 

To me the outlook now begins to look dark 
for ‘‘12mos” and ‘‘ boards.” A book zs a book 
anyway. So long as there are pi/es of them on 
a counter, a great variety is not needed, if the 
price is “low.” To sell ‘‘ low,” the middleman’s 
profit, however small, must be dispensed with. 
Direct manufacture must be the law, and it will 
govern. 

I see no possible way out but the formation of 
two Trusts—‘‘A Twelvemo Trust” and “A 
Board Cover Trust.” Can this be done? I hope 
so. Byt suppose the other people should also 
Jorm a Trust, and “ buy” us out or “ squeeze” us 
out. Well, that, perhaps, might be the best, for 
then we should really get more than we do now, 
and could put the proceeds into something that 
would pay better. 4TO Boarpbs. 


UNSOLD COPIES CANNOT BE RETURNED AT 
POUND RATES THROUGH THE POST-OFFICE.
